$168,348,035 into the pockets of mining companies and_ their 
workers. After the gold is mined it is weighed at the assay 
offices and sold to the U.S. Treasury. The money to pay for 
the gold can be raised by the government in two ways: Either 
by printing dollar bills against the gold, or by borrowing the 
money from banks and individual investors through the issu- 
anee of government bonds.
